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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon entry 
of applicant's "Amendment After Final" filed February 14, 2006, it is agreed that this 
application is in condition for allowance. In particular, the 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) rejection 
of claims 29-30 as anticipated by Brownell (US 3,959,172), as set forth in the final 
rejection, has been mooted by the cancellation of these claims, while applicant's 
terminal disclaimer has overcome the nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting 
rejection of the claims based upon the claims of US 6,734,334 (i.e., the parent 
application).
